We do not propose, , 
political capital out oí the break-down of 
Mr. Asguith's theory about the break-down 
of the machinery of [Irish | t, 
although he tempts us to be critical by his 
obstinate expression of faith in his theory 
at the very moment when he is throwing 
it to the winds. Brought face to face with 
the facts of Ireland, Mr. Asquith has 
been compelled to admit that it was only 
the men who broke down, that the machi- 
nery is still serviceable, and that the 
proper femedy is better men. The 
accepted remedy, after all has been said 
and done, is not a new machine, but a new 
Chief Secretary.” Mr. Birrell failed to 
govern Ireland. Mr. Duke, profiting by 
Mr. Birrell’s errors, may succeed, and, if 
the Irish people realises what is due to 
itself and to Imperial necessities, he will 
succeed. We believe that we speak not 
only for all Irish Unionists, but for a 
large majority of Irish Nationalists, when 
we say that they will read the Prime 
Minister’s speech with feelings of relief 
and hope. The Cabinet has admitted its 
mistakes. — It has refused to be intimi- 
dated by the people who seek to maintain 
the absurd tradition that Ireland, alone 
among civilised countries, resents decent 
government as am insult. - Mr. Duke's 
appointment and the Prime Minister's re- 
cognition of Sir John Maxwell's services 
are a substantial assurance that a system 
of law and order is to be restored in Ire- 
[| land. The promise is more than welcome, 
for the whole country is sick of misgovern- 
ment. Only politicians who live in the 
past will venture to say now that a states- 
man’s party label is a more important 
thing than his character, and even ‘these, 
we venture to think, will not quite believe 
what they say. Mr. Redmond professes 
to stand aghast at the fact that the new 
Chief Secretary and the Attorney-General 
are both Unionists. For this reason, he 
tells us, the Nationalist Party will “ watch, 
criticise, and oppose ” their administration 
at all times and opportunities. If this is 
Mr. Redmond’s real intention, he is not 
only a bad Irishman, but a bad politician. 
His words suggest that he is completely 
out of touch with the nation’s wishes and 
needs. i 

We hope and believe that Mr. Red- 
mond's second thoughts will be more 
worthy of him, and we, at least, intend 
to give him no excuse for bitterness. We 
frankly accept the new arrangement for 
the government of Ireland as a provisional 
arrangement. While we maintain that 
the machinery of Irish government has not 
broken down, and rejoice that Mr. Asquith 
has been compelled to admit the’ fact, we 
in our turn admit that radical changes in 
Irish government will be inevitable in the 
near future. The Home Rule Act is on 
the Statute Book, and Parliament and the 
country cannot go back upon their word. 
| Mr. Redmond cannot afford to exult over 
the Irish Unionists, nor they to exult over 
him. Both have been yittorious, and 
both have” been dhfeated. We are con- 
vinced that Mr. Redmond's present defeat 
is wholly good for Ireland, and not neces- 
sarily fatal to the cause which he has at 
heart. Tí it proves to be fatal, the blame 
will be his party's and his own. There 
can be no enlargement of the principle of 
self-government in Ireland except on a 
basis of law and order. The Cabinet's 
new arrangements furnish that basis. They 
furnish also a precious opportunity for co- 
operation between Irishmen of all parties 
during the war emergency period. The 
new Chief Secretary will hold it a privi- 
lege to be allowed to bring Irish Unionists 
and Irish Nationalists together. We are 
exceedingly sorry that Mr. Asquith has 
handicapped him by refusing to give him 
an Advisory Council of Irishmen. The 
plan has many. merits, and Mr. Asquith 
was unable to make any real objection to 
it. We can only suppose that the Nation- 
alist Party gave him private warning that, 
if it were suzvested, they would reject it. 
We hope that the scheme will be revived, 
and that Mr. Duke may beable to persuade 
leading Irishmen on both sides to help him 
to make it a success. The time has come 
for compromise, and, if Mr. Redmond 
means what he said yesterday about the 
Trish soldiefs, we do not see how he can 
dare to refuse any honest offer of com- 
promise, Unionists must admit that Home 
Rule:is on the Statute Book. Nationalists 
must admit the necessity of firm and im- 
partial administration. In either case the 
concession will put a larger. strain on 
pride than on conviction, and no man’s 
pride ought to be allowed to stand between 
Treland and her peace.

Germany’s Guilt. 


The murder of Captain Fryatt promises 
to brmg to a head the movement in the 
Allies’ countries which demands that 
formal expression shall be given to that 
sense of the whole civilised world which 
brands Germany as an outlaw nation. The 
“atrocious crime’’ at Bruges, as Mr. 
Asquith called it yesterday, synchronises 
with the exposure by. the French Govern- 
ment of the Germans’ recent use of press- 
gang methods of a particularly abomin- 
able kind in the invaded French provinces. 
From these provinces men, women, and 
children are being carried off, with every 
circumstance of brutality and depravity, 
and t» the not infrequent accompaniment. 
of murder, to work in the labour camps 
or to suffer a worse fate in Germany. In 
one sense this renewal of the policy of 
terrorism may be regarded as a good sign. 
Mr. Asquith interpreted it yesterday as 
evidence of “military dry-rot,”’ and he is 
provably right. The realisation of im- 
pending defeat has awakened to full life 
all those primitive instincts of savagery 
and filthiness which underlie the veneer 
vf Prussian civilisation. - Germany has 
ceased even to pay any regard to’ those 
whom, it might be thought, she would 
see the usefulness of conciliating. Cer- 
tain Spanish Roman Catholics with posses- 
sions in Belgium recently signed a mani- 
festo supporting an inquiry into allegu- 
tions of German atrocities in that country.

He added, significantly, that the 
author of the system under which such 
crimes were committed might well be the 
most guilty of all. The Kaiser and his 
Chief of Staff are directly responsible 
for the murder of Captain Fryatt; for 
they presided over the War Council which 
confirmed the sentence of the naval court- 
martial. — The French Press widely ex- 
presses the view that no isolated declara- 
tion by any head of a single Allied 
Government can possess the weight which 
would attach to a solemn undertaking by 
all the Allied Governments. It should be 
a solemn undertaking that, as a primary 
condition of th. conclusion of any peace, 
they will demand the punishment of all 
guilty enemy persons, from the humblest 
private in the German Army: to the En:- 
peror himself. ) 


Irish Banks. 


‘The experience of the Irish banks con- 
firms a fact which was already fairly 
plain—that the agricultural industry in 
Ireland is enjoying a period of great pros- 
perity. By itself that fact does not 
necessarily conduce to the immediate 
profit of the banks. ‘The Governor of the 
Bank of Ireland, for example, at yester- 
day’s meeting, ascribed the decrease in 
the amount of advances to local customers 
in part to the diminished need of financial 
assistance, in consequence of the general 
prosperity. At present, however, the 
banks can make very profitable use of 
money in other quarters. The Govern- 
ment s present borrowing methods are ex- 
tremely convenient to bankers, and in- 
vestments in Government securities give 
such a return as to free the banks of 
anxiety concerning any decrease that may 
ocenr at the moment in the demand for 
accommodation. for industries. In the 
case of the Bank of Ireland there has not 
been that increase in the amount of 
money on deposit which might be expected 
at. time of prosperity, but the Governor 
of the Bank suggests that a large amount 
of money which would otherwise have 
been left with the banks bas been 
invested directly in the  short-dated 
Government securities that have been 
issued on terms and in ways which 
encourage popular investment. The 
general remarks concerning the pros- 
pect for trade and industry in Ireland 
which were made yesterday by the 
Governor of the Bank of Ireland and the 
Chairman of the Hibernian Bank have a 
moteworthy riug ‘of cónfidenoe—and it is 
well known that such remarks are always 
based on special knowledge and careful 
investigation. The Governor of the Bank 
of Ireland summarised his information by 
saying that things now look well for the 
country \and its chief industry; and Mr. 
John Murphy, at the Hibernian Bank 
meeting, told the shareholders that the 
reports received from the country are 
favourable and point to a plentiful 
harvest and improved trade conditions. It 
is to be hoped that some proportion of 
the earnings will be put into development, 
so that, when whatever is artificial in 
the present prosperity disappears, Irish 
industry may still be able to hold up its 
head in profitable markets.

If the Nationalists wanted to make a 
good case against the Government they 
should have selected some other spokes- 
man than Mr. Dillon, who was both irri- 
tating and irrelevant. A large portion of 
his speech was devoted to an attack upon 
the Jrish Times for having deprecated the 
transfer of the Irish Volunteers to the 
control of the politicians. The rest of 
his speech was an attempt to saddle the 
Unionist Ministers, and particularly Lord 
Lansdowne, with the responsibility for the 
break-down of the Lloyd George scheme. — 

Mr. Asquith quickly disposed of: this 
suggestion by pointing out that at every 
stage of the negotiations the Nationalist 
leaders were informed that Mr. Lloyd 
George and himself were not \plenipoten- 
tiaries, and that the whole matter must 
finally be submitted to-the Cabinet. It 
was true that the@ agreement had tem- 
porarily broken down, but a new atmo- 
sphere had been created, which made it a 
patriotic duty not to revive the old bitter- 
ness. He refused, therefore, to go into 
Mr. Dillon’s quasi-controversial topics. 

SootHing the Nationalists with the an- 
nouncements that Sir John Simon had 
consented to preside over a further in- 
quiry into the death of Mr. sewn & 
Skeflington, and that the Treasury would 
shortly grant a lean to the Corporation of 
Dublin for the rebuilding of the destroyed 
area, he proceeded to discuss the present 
state of Ireland. It was materially 
prosperous, but politically disquieting, 
owing to a recrudescence in many places 
of the Sinn Fein movement. The Govern- 
ment, therefore, while hoping that martial 
law might. soon be withdrawn, were not 
prepared to reduce the military force 
which had been placed in [veland for the 
protection of the people.

were quickly disillusionised. Similarly

A frank and candid statement of the 
Unionist position was then made by Mr. 
Bonar Law. - It was he who first noticed 
the proposal to retain the Irish members 
in full force, and as soon as he saw it he 
declared it to be impossible. Still, he 
saw signs of hope in the present situation, 
and appealed to the Nationalists not to 
crush it. Even Mr. Devlin, though very 
bitter through three-parts of an unden- 
ably eloquent speech, in the course of 
which he declazed that if ever he walked 
through the division lobby again he hoped 
it would be to turn out the Coalition 
Government, concluded with a moving ap- 
peal to Sir Edward Carson—" what British 
statesmanship has failed to achieve, can- 
not we Irishmen do for ourselves!” 

A number of other speeches were de- 
livered, but none of much importance. 
Mr. Nugent tried to make out that Sir 
Edward Carson was responsible for the 
breakdown. Sir Edward calmly replied 
that he had sought and publicly obtained 
an interpretation of the agreement from 
the Prime Minister, and by that inter- 
precation he stood. After a racy maiden 
speech by Mr. Coote, the new member for 

yrone, who declared that the Nation- 
alists had not been deceived, but were 
frightened by the hostility of the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy, the motion was put 
from the Chair and carried nem. con. 

The appointment of Mr. Duke to be

Mr. Asquith’s declaration of the Irish policy 
of the Government will give rise in many 
quarters to sincere disappointment, declares the 
Daily Telegraph. Nothing in the way of herote 
experiment was to be’ expected, and perhaps It 
was not even to be desired. But the country 
certainly did not expect that the failure of the 
recent negotiations would be followed by a 
simple return to the status quo ante, in view of 
the Prime Minister's most emphatic declaration 
on his return from Ireland that the first of 
‘““two main dominant impressions left on his 
mind was the breakdown of the _ existing 
machinery of Irish government.”

opposite O’Connor’s. The two men had been 
discussing the matter for some time, and there 
was a sort of promise made by O’Connor that 
he would go into Killarney to the solicitors en- 
gaged in the case and settle up the dispute, but 
e did not go, and the dispute was unsettled 
on the Monday evening, when, at half-past nine 
o’elock, Larkin came to O’Connor’s house and 
sat in the kitchen. They appeared to be on 
friendly terms, and nothing passed between 
them that excited thé suspicion of any of 0’Con- 
nor's family. The wife of the prisoner ap- 
peared to be unéasy about him that night, and 
was anxious to get him away from the company 
of O'Connor, because two messengers arrived 
from Larkin'g house appealing to him to go 
home. He ignored the messages, and at ten 
o'clock he and O'Connor went across the street 
to the licensed house of a Miss Prendergast, 
and they had two drinks each, after which 
they left and went straight to Larkin’s house.. 
Within five minutes after they had gone in a 
loud noise was-heard, which people thought was 
the slamming of a door. O'Connor came out of 
Larkin’s house, staggered across the street, with 
blood uring out of his nose and mouth. 
When O’Connor got to his front door, he fell 
and lay there. He was taken into his house 
and laid upon a table in the kitchen. When 
a doctor arrived, he thought that the man had 
got a fit, and he did what he could for him, 
and after some time went away. Death ensued 
immediately afterwards, and when the body 
was being washed a small hole was discovered 
at the back of the peck one and a half inches 
below the right ear. The post-mortem exami- 
nation showed that a bullet had entered his 
neck, severed the jugular vein, passed through 
his head in an upward direction, and came out 
through his left eye. The revolver was dis- 
eharged almost up against O’Connor’s neck. 
The inside of Larkin’s door was splashed with 
blood. The revolver could not be found, but 
= was ample time for it to be done away 
with.
